New York, February 15.—[{Special.]—The 
New York city primaries for the election of 
delegates to the democratic state convention 
will be held on Wednesday and Thursday 
evening, the 17th and 18th. 3 

Half the assembly districts will hold. prima- 
ries on the 17th, and the other half on the 


18th. 
The Kings county primaries have not been 


called, but they must be held not later than 
the 19th, and will probably be held on that 


day. 

Solid Hill delegations will be elected from 
both counties. The mugwumps will not be 
able to carry a single district, in fact, they 
are making no arrangements to bring out 


the few votes they control. . 
: The Inside of It. 

Frank Campbell, tho comptroller of the state, 
whbo comes from the Steuben senatorial district, 
where the republicans tried to force in anin- 
eligibic candidate, is inclined to believe the 
movement took its beginning from anger because 
the Cleveland plan of campaign had been guessed 
by Senator Hill and checkmated almost at the 


start. 

“I take this view of the movement,” he said 
today, ‘that it isa plan forced on the Cleveland 
men against their wishes by Senator Hull. Now, 
let us sce what they intended doing. Was there 


any 
convention before the Cleveland primaries 
were held in parts of Pennsylvania? Not 
aword. Things would have gone on as usual here 
in New York if it hadn’t become apparent very 
early what the Cleveland game was. When wo 
spoiled that game they began to shout and call 
names. This is what they had planned to do: 
Pennsylvania was to lead off and several other 
states were to follow in the election of dele- 
gates, who should be instructed to shout 
for the ex-president.. They were to take four 
themselves all the atvantage of an early 
startin the raceand all the influence that the 
sclection of such delegates would have upon States 
where tbe friends of Hill were weak or not numer- 
ous. It was a fair political game. Then; when 
New York should come to choose delegates, they 
were to find fault with something—it’s 80 easy to 
find fauit, you know—and doasthey’re doing now, 
prepare to send an opposing delegation to Chi- 
cago It is unfortunate for these amateurs in 
politica that they’re fighting such a consummate 
master of the art as David B. Hill.” 

Why Hill Wanted an Early Convention. 

“When the Cleveland movement in Pennsy)- 
Vania was reported to him, and he learped that 
they had actually begun campaign work there, he 
was not a little bit worried. But he soon studied 
out what it meant and started out to checkmate, 
which he did by asking his friends to call an early 
convention. 

“ «We'll fight it out right nowin New York,’ he 
said to his friends, ‘and letthe other states see 
who is reaily the choice of New York.” Now the 
Cleveland people never had any intention of try- 
ing to carry the primaries—they triedjto do that 
last fall when delegates were chosen tothe con- 
vention which nominated Governor Flower and 
myself, and they were beaten out of sight at 
almost every point in the state. What they failed 
to do last year they knew they had far less chance 
of doing atany time this year. The state com- 
mittee met and fixed a date, giving the usual 
length of time—abouta month—for the selection 
of delegates. This forced the Cleveland move, 
and coat had tobegin their campaign with the 
usual ‘Holier than thou’ cry by averring that they 
hadn’t been given a chance to prepare to take 

att in the primariee. The situation now is that, 

nsteacd of other states — to induce New York 
in favor of Cleveland, New York will impress on 
allother states the immense and overtowering 
popularity of Senator Hillin his own state.”’ 

Says They Fear to Fight. 

“They won’t dare proceed now by a true ap- 
peal to the people. The on!y way to get at that is 
to held democratic caucuses in every election dis- 
trict. liave you any idea that they will do that? 
Do'you think they will take the risk of being 
beaten four to one in almost any part of the state? 
Idon’t. How many democrats are there in New 
York city? Something like one hundred and 
Sixty thousand, aren’t there? Do you think a 
meeting of 2,000 people, paren § selected by a 
committee of twenty-five, which in turn owes its 
existence to a few gentiemen around a dinner ta- 
ble—do you think these 2,000 men, or whatever the 
number may have been of those who gathered 
in Cooper Union last night, do you suppose they 
represent the democracy? I see by the news- 
papers that the hall was ‘as fullas the law allows’ 
and that they were all in their seats half an hour 
before the proceedings began—something like a 
machine at work there, don’t you think? Well 
I have no fault to find with these people doing all 
they wish, but they must not say they represent 
the democracy of New York; they should tell the 
whole truth, that they are a smail minority of the 
democratic party favoring Grover Cleveland for 

resident, and dissatisfied with the action of the 

arge majority of the party which favors Senator 
Hillfor president, and will do all it can to get him 
thenomination first and afterwards to elect him, 
That’s the whole trath and the whole situation. 

“I don’t need to go on and prove to you that the 
state committee did right. Other people have 
done that. Besides, the people have done that out 
threugh the country districts. The primaries 
have been the largest ever held in the state, the 
disttict conventions have been more enthusiastic, 
and ¢verywhere they have declared for David B. 
Hi}). Don't you think if there was any dissatis- 
faction with the decision of the state committee 
it would show itself somewhere? Be sure it 
would. If not in one place, it would in an- 
other. From the accounts received, however, it 
is evident that the democrats in the country dis- 
tricts approve everything the state committee fias 
done. Whenthe democracy of New York and 
Brooklyn talks it will talk inthe same tone, and 
that democracy will be the democracy which has 
Carried the city time and time again in the face, 
notorly of republicans, but of some very queer

THE PRIMARIES HEARD FROM. 


Great Unanimity Which Prevails 
Among the People. 

Avrany, N. Y., February 15.—[Special. ]— 
As the time draws near for the meeting of the 
democratic state convention on Monday next, 
the enthusiasm, interest and excitement 
centering in and bearing upon its action run 
higher and become more intense. It is seldom 
that greater unanimity has §prevailed among 
the people in the choicé of delegates, jand very 
rare is the instance that they hay¥p been so 
unanimous in the choice for a particular can- 
didate. 

The unanimity of their action must be con- 
ceded when the fact is recognized that out of 
123 delegates so far chosen 120 are in favor of 
Hil! and three in favor of Cleveland.

Brooklyn will be represented by~800, while 
other delegations will swell the total number 
of enthusiastic democrats to about seven 
thousand. . 

Fill Is. Confident. 


Senator Hill does not seem to be disturbed 
either by the demonstrations of his enemies or 
by their inactivity. He justly points with 
pride-to his record as governor of the Empire 
State for nearly eight years, during which time 
he paid off a debt of nearly- fourteen million 
and placed her foremost ia the democratic 
column, and ‘holds for his voucher of geod 
faith and legitimate action the opinion of the 
court of appeals. The fact is indisputable 
that the people inthis state are almost vnani- 
mous for Hill. His strength is growing daily. 
Confidence in him as an administrative leader 
is bocoming more assured, and as the day of 
the convention draws near the more pro- 
nounced are the people in their choice tor him. 
I t other states are awaiting the action of New 
York, the unanimity of its choice should be an 
expression strong enough to dispel any 
doubts about nis popularity.

Governor Brown's Letter. 


The senator speaks in the most compliment- 
ary terms of Governor Brown’s letter,-and de- 
scribes it as one of the mest dispassionate, lib- 
eral and fair-minded documents he has read- 
It must be conceded that if the. senator’s ac- 
complishments are those of a practical politi- 
cian, what better things can yirtucus states- 
manship produce? The result of his action is 
visible in New York today in a reunited party 
flushed with victory and eager for the fray. 

Dispatches just received by Senator 
show the choice of three Hill delegates in 
Wyoming county, a contested delegation from 
Chatauqua, first district, and a most enthusias- 
tic caucus held in Glens Falls, where in a con- 
vention of $36; the Hill forces were victorious 
by 60. This isfremarkable. Mr. Cleveland’s 
followers in that section have always been 
very numerous, With the above additional 
delegates, the total number for Hill is 123, 
against Hill 3, andthe one contested delega- 
tion from Chatauqua. The sen&tor is not dis- 
appointed in the last case, as he states that 
Cleveland has a full organization in . that 
county and the result was to be expected. 


SAVANNAH FOR HILL. 


Her Sturdy Democrats Will Organize in a 
Few Days. 

SAVANNAH, G&., February 15.—|Special.j}—The 
Evening Press of today says: “A call is to be 
issued in a day or two for a meeting at the office 
of a prominent lawyer for the temporary organ- 
ization of a David B. Hill club. Invitations will 
be issued to about thirty democrats, who aro 
known to be enthusiastic Hill men and active 
workers in his cause, to attend the meeting. Ar- 
rangements will then be made for a larger public 
meeting to perfect the organization of the club, 
A large number of names have already been ob- 
tained of those who believe that the logic of the 
situation demands the nomination of Hiil for the 
presidency if the democratic party desires succesa. 
The public meeting will be held in some haul. 
There will be some. rattling good speeches, and 
then the necessary officers will be elected, mem- 
bers enrolled, etc. It is believed, and with reason, 
that inside of a month such a clul will have a 
membership of 500.

JACKSON, Mits., Fobruary 15.—Representative 
Burkitt, state alliance lecturer, today imtroduced 
a resolution in the house inviting Senator Hill, of 
New York, to visit the capital city of Mississippi 
and deliver an address upon any subject he may 
select. The resolution was passed unanimously. 


GENERAL ALGER DEAD POLITICALLY. 


Charles A. Dana Recalls the Fact That He 
Was Dismissed from the Army, 

Boston, February 15.—The charges made 
in The New York Sun that General Alger, on 
recommendation of General Sheridan, was 
dismissed from the army in 1864 for deserting 
his command caused a sonsation here in the 
Grand Army of the Republic and political 
circles and led to animated discussion as %o the 
aniious back of the attack. Consequently 
when Mr. Charles A. Dana arrived in Boston 
yesterday he was at once set upon for an expla- 
nation. Toan interviewer Mr. Dana said no 
one was responsible for the story save himself. 
It was nothing new; it simply revealed a fact 
known to many people fora number of years. 
Said he: 

“While Aleer would not have been the re- 
publican nominee anyway, still it settles his 
aspirations. Harrison is going to be the re- 
publican candidate; he is tbe only one they 
have got, and it’s just as well toclear away 
the little men whohave been talked about 
who don’t amount to anything. 

‘‘He denies the statement this morning and 
says he voluntarily resigned rather than bother 
about a charge instituted by General Custer in 
retaliation for his refusal to put. his (Custer’s) 
nephew on his staff; but such denial doesn’t 
count for much against General Sheridan’s 
recorded rgcommendation.”’ 

‘‘Corporal Tannér says that the charges will 
per FN, Alger with the old soldiers,” sug- 
gested the reporter. 

‘Well, I for one don’t think the old soldier 
will stand by aman who abandons his ey 
when fighting is going on. Alger is out of it. 
It will be Harrison against the man the demo- 
crats put up, who, I sincerely believe, will be 
Senator Hil!.”’ 

Corporal Tanner is also in town, and is mad 
clean through. He insists the attack comes 
from outside of the republican party, and is 
intended to kill off Alger before the Minneap- 
olis convention, and to hide§their identity the 
conspirators make a democratic paper their 
mouthpiece. He thinks it will strengthen 
Alger. The prevailing opinion is that it has 
killed him. 


NEBRASKA DEMOCRATS JUBILANT. 


Governor Boyd Holding the Reins—A Great 
Parade. 

LINCOLN, Neb., February 15.—Th% city was in 
possession of the democrats today. Beginning at 
midnight they pouredin from all parts of the 
state with bands and banners to celebrate the re- 
sumtion of the gubernatorial chair by Governor 
Boyd. The streets were soon filled with enthusi- 
astic adherents, and buildings everywhere were 
decorated with national colors. Crowds surged 
around Lincolm hotel, and in response to repeated 
calls Governor Boyd appeared on the balcony and 
delivered an address, in which he thanked his 
hearers for their expression of their esteem and 
confidence, reviewed the struggle which ended in 
his restoration to office, and asked the support of 
his fellow citizens in the discharge of the onerous 
duties before him. A great parade started at 2 
o’clock this afternoon, and was reviewed by tke 
governor.

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TWO GEORGIANS TALK 
Upon a Resolution to Investigate the 
True Effect 
OF THE TARIFF BILL UPON THE FARMERS 


An Investigation Is Finally Odered 
by the House. 


EX-SENATOR BROWN’S LETTER READ, 


And Favorably Commented Upon by All 
Nt of His Old Friends in 
W ashington. 


There was quite an interesting debate in 
the house this morning over the resolution 
for the agricultural committee to investi- 
gate the effect of the McKinley tariff bill 
upon the farmers of the country. 

It gave the alliance members an oppor- 
tunity to be heard, and they were nog slow 
in -‘apeaking out for their constituonts. 
Colonel Moses and Colonel Livingston, of 
Georgia, both made brief but telling two- 
minute speeches in favor of the resolution. 
Mr. Funston, of Kansas, a _ repubtican 
member of the committee on agriculture, 
opposed it, and the two Georgians attacked 
him without gloves. 

Mr. Funston, while commenting upon the 
prosperity of farmers, was frequently inter- 
rupted by Messrs. Livingston. and Watson, of 
Georgia, but he declined to yield, only re- 
‘marking that they had told the farmers the 
contrary because they would not have been 
elected had they told the truth. He chal- 
lenged the demotrats to bring in a bill to re- 
peal the McKinley act, and taunted them 
with cowardice in their tariff policy. 

Mr. Moses, of Georgia, held that the far- 


congress what effect the tariff law had upon 
their productions. The McKinley bill was 
not in the interest of the farmer, ‘‘Farmer 
Funston”’ to the contrary notwithstanding. 

Mr. Lewis, of Alabama, expressed the 
opinion that from the role ‘Farmer Funston”’ 
acted in this tragedy, he was better equipped 
as a witness in‘court than as to one to testify 
here as to what was for the benefit of the great 
farming interests of the country. The gentle- 
man from Kansas objected to this resolution 
because, he said, it was introduced for political 
effect and because a majority of the committee 
on agriculture was composed of democrats. 
Could not the same thing be said of every re- 
port made by every committee of the last con- 
gress? When the gentleman spoke of the 
prosperity of the farmers, he was either pro- 
foundly ignorant of the effect of the McKinley 
bill, or be will fully and deliberately m‘srepre- 
sent the situation. F 

Mr. Livingston, of Georgia, in a two- 
minutes’ speech, took issue with Mr. Fanston 
as to the effect of the tariff Jaw upon the 
farmer. The gentleman from Kansas seemed 
tobe afraid of justice. He (Mr. Livingston) 
supposed that the committee on agriculture 
was an honest body, and the imputation that 
the gentleman made thatit could not be de- 
pended upon to make an honest report: was 
not justifiable. Thefarmers of the country 
would be heard on this floor, if not now, in the 
next congress, and the gentleman from Kan- 
sas could take due notice. 

Mr. McKinley, of New Hampshire, the 
author of the resolution, denied thatit had 
been offered for political effect. He believed 
that it was proper that congress should investi- 
gate this question in order that the people 
should know what effect the tariff law had 
upon the agricultural interests. 

The resolution was adopted, and out of it the 
democrats are quite apt to make some good 
campaign material. 

A Question of Precedent. 

Washington society right nowis discussing 
the question of where the president of the 
United States shall be seated atthe dinner 
table when he is the guest of honor of the 
occasion. «Secretary and Mrs. Noble gave a 
dinner the other night to President and 
Mrs. Harrison. Heretofore, at dinners given 
by members of the cabinet to the occupants of 
the white house, the president has occupied 
the seat on the right of the hostess, and the 
president’s wife on the right of the bost, 
but at the Noble dinner there was 
a departure from the usual order 
of etiquette, and the president sat 
at the head of thetable with Mrs. Noble upon 
his right, while Secretary Noble sat at the 
other end of the table with Mrs. Harrison 
upon his-right. By this arrangement the 
president, as the official head of the nation, 
was recognized as taking precedence over the 
host and hostess. Mrs. Noble obtafhed the 
idea of placing the president at. the head of 
the table from London. Sometime since she 
sont to London to get the order of precedence, 
and learned that the English idea was that 
the head of thenation should occupy the seat 
ofthe host. When Mrs. Noble received this 
English opinion she submitted it to the state 
department, from which the: reply came that 
the matter was, in this country, purely 
optional. 

Washington official society will hereafter 
follow the precedent established by Mrs. 
Noble because “It’s English, you know.” 

Speaker Crisp Ill Again. 

Speaker Crisp was slightly indisposed today, 
and upon the advice of his physician did not 
go to the capitol He designated Mr. 
McMillin to preside over the house. 
Speaker | Crisp has a slight cold 
and coughed some last night. The 
weather being rather bad today, his physician 
thought it would be advisable for him to keep 
his room. He will, perhaps, preside over the 
house tomorrow. 

The Story Is False. 

The stories to the effect that James Stump, 
one of the capitol policemen, who hails from 
Georgia, was discharged because he happens 
to be an ex-confederate soldier, are ridiculous. 
Mr. Stump was only appointed in another 
man’s place temporarily at the beginning of 
this session. The other man camea few days 
ago, and, of course, took his placé. Sergeant- 
at-Arms Yoder says that Mr. Stumpis one of 
the best policemen on the foree, and he in- 
tends appointing him to the first vacancy. 
The captain of the force,on account of ill 
health, is expected to retire very soon, and 
Mr. Stump will probably be appointed to that 
position.

THREE TARIFF BILLS 


To Be Reported to the House This Week. 
Mr. Turner's Bagging Bill. . 

WASHINGTON, February 15.—The silver men 
have Secured upwards-of one bundred and twenty 
democratic signatures to their petition asking 
that the rules committee bring in a special order 
for the silver bills. There are 238 democrats in 
thé house, so that the silver men have secured a 
majority. They say they have received the assur- 
ance of the members of the rules committee that 
they would do what was shown to be the 
will of the majority of the house, but it is not 
likely that the committee will meet for some days, 
as the speaker is sick and Mr. Catchings is absent 
from the city.

SECURITIES WILL. BE EXCHANGED, 


In the Terminal Reorganization a Share 
and a Quarter Will Be Giwen for One. 
NEW YORK, February 15.—Many unofficial re- 

ports are current in regard to the plan of reorgani- 

zation adopted by the Richmond Terminal com- 
mittee, but although the committee has completed 
its work, the plan has not yet been given out. 

Unofficial statements are that a new company will 

be formed with a capital of $150,000,000 common 

and $75,000,000 preferred stock, and a bonded debt 
of $212,000,000 first mortgage 4 per cent bonds, and 
$65,000,000 4 per centsin coupons. The present 
stock will be given ghare for share in new stock 
and 25 per cent a:iditional in ee rg stock. 

Consolidated 6 per cent bonds wlil be paid off in 

cash, and the consolidated 5’s will receive 80 per 

cent in new 4’s and 30 per cent in preferred stock. 

The preferred stock will be given securities esti- 

mated to be worth 10 per cent more than those 

received by the consolidated 5’s. Statements are 
given out by insiders that a plan has been under- 
written by asyndidate which will undertake to 
buy the securities from the dissenting holders, 

The claim is made that the new 4's will be as good 

as any existing 4 per cent bond, and that they will 

sell as high as any bond paying that rate of in- 
terest.

Will Not Lack for Candidates to Represent 
It in Congress, 

BRUNSWICK, Ga., February 15.~—[Special.]—Con- 
gressional politics are being discussed freely in 
Brunswick.

A reply was received from Chief J. Elmore 
Martin yesterday in which the affair was ex- 
plained, 

The young lady left Charleston with a young 
man living on some small station on the 
Northeast railroad. In the latter part of No 
vember they made arrangements to be mar- 
ried. A boat was secured and the parties én- 
tered it, and, with an evident desire tocover up 
their tracks, rowed out from Charleston. To- 
gether the man and woman rowed up Cooper 
river. They reached a convenient point and 
there landed. The young man purchased a 
horse and then borrowed a buggy. With 
Miss McBride he drove away and did not re- 
turn. 

The Charleston detectives went to Mount 
Pleasant under the impression thatthe miss- 
ing young lady was there, but they failed to 
find her and returned completely bafiled.

Georgia.’’ ? |

the famous Oglethorpe farmer, stroked his 
gray whiskers and looked thoughtfully upon 
the ground as though he had spoken of a mat- 
ter that he had thought over in his mind many 
times before. 

“You see,”’ said he, continuing in the same 
thoughtful strain, ‘‘my private business is 
such just now that I cannot leave it for the 
less inviting field of politics. I am happy 
enough on my farm, and enjoy the 
quietude there far more perhaps than 
you could easily fancy. Besides, 1. have my 
railroad to think about, and am now becom- 


of Oglethorpe county and am interested in de- 
veloping them. With all these ironsin the 
fire, I don’t see how I could get consent from 
my canscience to tearaway from them and 
run for governor of Georgia.” 

‘Are you aware, Colonel Smith, that your 
name is being talked here and there as a prob- 
able candidate ?”’ was asked. 

‘Yes, I know some talk has gone out along 
that line, but I never authorized a word of it. 
I suppose it originated when I bought part of 
The Athens Banner stock, and when the 
stockholders elected me president of the com- 
pany.

Prometheus. A revolution mustcome. Men 
are growing desperate on the farms. We 
need to study political economy. We must 1 
learn totake care of ourselyes. We must 
have no political strife, no anarchy; we must 
have a straightforward, honest, harmonious’ 
country; and first of all every tub mast 
stand on its own bottom. Let us grow some- 
thing else besides cotton. It is against all 
history for a country to prosper growing only 
one crop. Virginia and Kentucky tried to- 
bacco culture exclusively and failed.

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Democratic Success. 

Senator Vest has recently been very bus- 
ily engaged in revising and rearranging the 
democratic programme. He has not only 
disposed of Mr. Cleveland, but he has dis- 
missed from public consideration both Hill 
and Gorman as probable or possible candi- 
dates for the democratic nomination. He 
decapitategy these distinguished leaders on 
the ground that they do not ‘‘nersonify”’ 
tariff reform. We have heard something 
like this before. When a democratic states- 
man wants to get very much in the air and 
soar, so to speak, he begins to talk about the 
personification of tariff reform, and to urge 
democrats to do at once what cannot be done 
until they get in power. We can under- 
stand how the whole party, moving forward 
solidly and hopefully, may be imbued with 
the spirit and intention of tariff reform, 
but we cannot understand how even the 
party (much less an individual) can per- 
sonify tariff reform untilthe reform is an 
accomplished fact. 

We understand very well what Senator 
Vest means. In his vague way, he, strives 
to revive the old charge that Hill and Gor- 
wan are not in accord with the people who 
desire tariff reform. We have heard a good 
deal of this sort of nonsense during the past 
four years. Editors with no knowledge 
whatever of tariff reform, and small knowl- 
edge of democratic principles, have employed 
the phrase tariff reform until they see in it 
something solemn and sacred—something 
more important than the party itself, 
and infinitely more important than party 
Buccess. 

In 1888, when Tur ConsTITUTION, with 
anumber of thoughtful democrats, sug- 
gested that the campaign should be made on 
the platform of 1884, which had carried the 
party to victory, a tremendous outcry was 
raised. Hardly a day passed that we were 
not read out of the party by those who had 
no more knawledge of the details of a cam- 
paign than they had of the complexion of 
the inhabitants of Mars, THe CoNnsTITUu- 
TION has been very modest in discussing the 
results of that misadventure, and yet the 
resultshave been of tremendous import. | 
They have been so portentious, indeed, that 
the silliest editor in the land ought to learn 
a lesson from them. 

But the remarkable fact in regard to the 
campaign of 1888—a fact to which we de- 
sire to call the attention of our readers—is 
that while the hot-headed editors were 
reading Tne CONSTITUTION out of the 
party, Mr. Cleveland was striving to induce 
the democratic convention to follow the ad- 
vice of THE CONSTITUTION. He wanted 
the party to reaffirm the platform of 1884, 
This fact was brought out awhile ago by 
Editor Watterson, and the details of it are 
given again by Mr. Vest, who has knowl- 
edge of the pressure brought to bear on the 
members of the convention: by Mr. Cleve- 
land’s representatives, Gorman and Scott. 

All this was made a great~ secret 
of at the time. If. it had come to 
the ears of the public the editors 
who were engaged in reading THrE Con- 
BTITUTION out of the party would have been 
left in a paralyzed condition. Here was Mr, 
Cleveland, authorizing Mr. Gorman and 
W. L. Scott to say to the convention that 
he endorsed what Mr. Vest calls ‘the old 
straddle of 1884.’’ What acommotion there 
would have been if this fact had been 
known! But, remarks Mr. Vest, ‘the con- 
vention repudiated the movement.’”’ This 
is true, and the convention repudiated 
something else which Mr. Vest is too busy 
to mention. It repudiated democratic suc- 
cess, and sacrificed the party to a quibble 
over words. The tendency on the part of 
some of the brethren to do the wrong thing 
at the right time has attracted both atten- 
tion andcomment. Wethink the time has 
arrived for all concerned to goin for demo- 
cratic success. That is the main point 
afterall. Democratic principles are worth 
nothing unless they can be practicaliy ap- 
plied for the benefit of the people;- tariff re- 
form is a senseless abstraction unless it can 
be put in operation. Party success, there- 
fore, is the thing to strive for, for on that 
depends all the rest. 


Editor Pulitzer Wants Harmony. 

The New York World remarks that if the 
ends at which the democratic party aims 
*tare to be accomplished within the next four 
years the democratic party must win in this 
year’s election,’’ and it goes on to remark 
that the party “can win easily if there is 
union of effort and unfaltering loyalty on 
the part of all democrats. It is the impera- 
tive duty of all democrats to insist on such 
union of effort and to cultivate such 
loyalty,”’ .. 

These are very beaw.iful sentiments, in- 
deed, but their beauty is surpassed by the 
solid chunk of truth which they contain. 
Coming from The World, they are refresh- 
ing indeed. They lead us to hope that 
Brother Joseph Pulitzer, having made a 
stupid and an ineffectual effort to dis- 
organize the democratic party by nursing the 
grievances of a few mugwump and demo- 
cratic incompetents, has now concluded to 
fali into line and work for the harmony of 
the party. 

The onl¥Wcélor of respectability that the 
Cooper Union meeting had it gathered from 
the professed sympathy of The World, and 
the attempted revolution was built on its 
editorials, The movement collapsed before 
it hegan for the simple and satisfactory rea- 
son that it was not a dgghocratic movement. 


| meeting will support Hill as heartily as he 
wouldanyothername. 

The World was on the spot and it knew 
the inefhicient motives behind the so-called 
protest. The fact that it is now calling for 
harmony ought to be significant, but Brother, 
Joseph Pulitzer’s politics are fearfully and 
wonderfully made, His cal) for harmony 
may be an invitation to the democrats of 
New York to disband their organization and 
join the Cooper Union conglomeration. So 
far as we can see, there is not a ripple on the 
surface of the democratic party either in 
New York or elsewhere, There is diseus- 
sion; there is some eontroversy; but all that 
is necessary to the healthof the party. It 
takes its exercise in a home-gymnasium.

Sound Democratic Talk. 

Our old-fashioned dewtiocratic ‘contemhpo- 
rary, TheRichmond Dispatch, declares that 
the antagonism of the Cleveland men in 
New York to the regular organization of the 
democratic party has led them to lengths to 
which no good democrat should be willing 
to go. 

The Dispatch very justly pronounces the 
alleged objection to an early convention a 
pretense and nothing more. The real ques- 
tion in New York now assumes this shape: 
‘‘Shall the regular organization of the dem- 
ocratic party continue to exercise its func- 
tions, or shall it be superseded by an organ- 
ization refusing recognition to those regu- 

o 
larly constituted authorities?”’? In other 
words, shall bolting delegates or delegates 
regularly sent by the democratic party of 
New York represent the state in the national 
democratic convention? 

The Richmend paper, after making this 
clear statement of the situation, says: 

The New York state gommittee 1s eomposed of 
just such gentlemen as compose the Virginia 
state committee, and is just as much entitled to 
unlimited recognition and authority as Mr. 
Barbour’ state democratic cammittees were 
in his day, or General Logan's in his day, 
Or Mayor Kelley’s in his day, or Mr. 
Koiner’s in his day, or Raleigh T. Daniel’s 
in his day, or any other chairman's in his day, 
down to that of the present chairman. We don’t 
think that Mr. Anderson, or Mr. Fairchild, or Mr. 
Ottendorfer, would deny the truth of any of the 
propositions which we have laid down. 

They do not claim to be the regulars. They 
merely aver that the regulars are ruled by Gov- 
ernor Hill, and, therefore, that Mr. Cleveland will 
be compelled to go to Chicago without the New 
York delegation at his back. Yet they do not 
admit that they are boiters. If not, will they 
support Hillin case he should be nominated by 
the Chicago convention? A few of the ten thou- 
sand might do 80; but we doubt that there are 
many of them who would not prefer defeat with 
Ciéveland to success with Hill, 

The democrats of Virginia are advised, in 
the face of these facts, to think twice before 
they give aid and comfort to the republic- 
ans by repudiating their friends, the regular 
democrats of New York. It would be ab- 
surd to take the position that the democrats 
of Virginia owe allegiance to their state 
committee, but that the democrats of New 
York are at liberty to ignore their state 
committee. 

Suppose several thousand voters did sign 
the call for the Cooper Union meeting? 
They cut a very insignificant figure by the 
side of the 500,000 democratic voters of 
New York state ani the 130,000 democratic 
voters of New York city. What is the com- 
plaint of these bolters, anyhow? It is, says 
The Dispatch, simply that Senator Hill con- 
trols the committee, just as the Mahone 
crowd used to say of Mr. Barbour in Vir- 
ginia. 

It is unnecessary to commend these points 
to democrats in other states besides Vir- 
ginia. They are so just, pertinent and 
timely that they carry their own commenda- 
tion with them.

The African emigrants will meet tomorrow 
bight in Schell’s hall on Mitchell street, 

And Gaston, the leader, will be there. 

The confidence of Gaston’s race is still un- 
shaken in him and whefi the hat is passed around 
tomorrow night it will not come back empty. 

“} have,” said Gaston yesterday, ‘‘been so badly 
misrepresented by the newspapers that I have 
_ come to the conclusion my safest plan was to 
leave them all alone entirely, and then I could not 
| be misquoted.” 

‘‘There is no scheme about this,” he went on 
after a short pause; “it is no attemptto defraud 
my people out of one cent; God Knows at this 
moment I would suffer’ my head to be severed 
| from my body before I would cheat them out of a 
cent, or misrepresent one thing about the father- 
land, Iam herein the interest of God and the 
' welfare of my race. I have given my life’s work 
} to further the interests of my own people. There 
‘is not a more conscientious and sincere man 
among my race, or ohe who is working harder or 
doing more for them, than I. I have told them 
this,and they have confidence in me and my 
scheme. I willland them all safely on the west- 
ern coast of Africa, as I have told them. 

“There is to be $15,000 raised here in Atlanta 
before we can take our departure, and there are 
only a few hundred dollars more to be gotten up. 
| My home is in Africa, and I have papers from a 

province where Llive giving me deeds and titles 
f to the lands I intend taking my people to. Every- 
| thing any one can eat and wear is raised there. 
| The hundreds and thousands of poor ignorant 
negroes who are rearing their children here in 
‘idleness and in poverty could, if on the western 
| coast of Africa, be comfortably fixed ona small 
' farm, and, Qf tilling the soil, make good livings 
and exist in the state of prosperity. 

‘The United States government, the secretary of 
state and the secretary of interior have given me 
, papers that I may show my people what Iam and 
what I may do for them.”’ 7 

“Where will the ships or ship sail from for the 
fatherland?’’the reporter asked.

THE COTTON ACREAGE. 


The Factors in Savannah Reducing Their 
Loans to Planters. 

SAVANNAH, Ga., February 15.—|Special.}—The 
cotton planters are now getting their advances 
from the cotton factors here. Asa usual thing 
the factors begin aevanens money in January, 
but this year they deferred it forseveral weeks, 
owing to the condition of business, 

A prominent factor said to Tuk ConsTITUTION 
correspondent this morning that the planters ask 
for as much, and, in some instances, more money, 
than in past years. 

This shows that, despite the arguments that 
have ben advanced showing the suicidal folly cf 
keeping up the acreage, and the innumerable 
resolutions passed by allianees to that effect, trat 
they are as desirous as ever of planting 
heavily. The factors, though, have cut down 
their advances in self-protection. They were sur- 
prised at the evident intention on the part of the 
planters to either maintain the acreage planted or 
increase it, as shown by their request for money. 

Not securing as much money asin past years, 
the planters will be forced to reduce their acreage 
somewhat. And in this, if they but realize it, lies 
their own salvation. The factors are also de- 
manding securities this year from men to whom, 
in thgy past, they advanced money without this 
pro on. There is less disposition manitested 
to take risks. 

The inability of the planters’ to secure as much

The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 


NEW YORK, February 15.—The stock market today, 
while not showing the immense volume of business 
which marked the trading last week, was still unusually 
active, and presented a strong front almost through- 
out the entire session, placing most ofthe stocks traded 
in on a materiallyghigher plane than last week. In- 
terest in the market has been more general today, and 
some of the largest banking houses on the street were 
buyers ofstocks to a large extent, their purchases 
being for the most part in shares which have for some 
time lain quiet. The fact is, the feeling of uneasiness 
over the coal deal has subsided, owing to the way in 
which coal stoeks have held their advances, and be- 
cause the facts are now better understood by the 
public. The report this moruing that the Penusyl- 
vania state officers had refused to interfere with the 
new leases, caused a great rush to buy Reading in the 
early dealings this morning, and, for a time, quite an 
excitement was seen in this stock. Later in the day 
however, this sensation subsided, nnd buyers turned 
their attention to other parts of the list, Reading, for 
the first time in over a week, showing only a moderate. 
volume of business. The opening this morning was 
stimulated by some buying on foreign account, and, 
whilt Coalers still lead, the general list was materiaily 
higher during the early dealings.

Meeting of the Southern Passenger Asso- 
clation Today. 


A COMMISSIONER TO BE ELECTED. 


Pennsylvania Traffic Men Call—Gossip 
About the Consolida- 
tion, 


The Southern Passenger Association holds 
its annual meeting in Atlanta today. 

The membership of the association consists 
of the executivefofficers of the lines in the as- 
sociation. Not near all the members are ex- 
pected today, but those who do not come will be 
represented by proxies. The chief business is 
the election of a commissioner. Colonel 
Stallman, the of commissioner the Railway and 
Steamship Association, will be elected, every 
one says. Both offices were vested in Colonel 
Carter, and there has been no talk of departing 
from the old custom. 

Some new companies may be admitted 
to the passenger association, and there isa 
movement to merge the passenger association 
more closely with the Sonthern Railway and 
Steamship Association, which handles the 
freight traffic matters. 

For some reason the impression has been 
growing that a change is imminentin the as- 
sistant commissionership and General Passen- 
ger Agent Atmore, of the Louisville and 
Nashville, is the only one whose name is men- 
tioned here in that connection. When the 
subject was mentioned tohim one day last 
week he did not contradict the report very 
vigorously. 

A Jacksonville paper, predicting Mr. At- 
more’s appointmént, added that Mr. Beverly 
W. Wrenn, general passenger agent of tho 
East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia, would 
probably be offered the place which Mr. At- 
more would give up inthe event of his com- 
ing to Atianta. That report was atopic of 
much gossip in railroad circles yesterday. One 
railroad man, in speaking of the report, said: 

‘IT do not know that there is anything init, 
but the Louisville and Nashville cou!d not 
geta better man. He has foughtit for years 
and knows its weak points. He is a great 
schemer for business and gets it. A fact 
which gives the report additional significance 
in my mind is the warm personal regard Presi- 
dent Smith, of the Louisyille and Nashville, 
has for Mr. Wrenn.”’

Consolidation Gossip. 

The Richmond and Danville men are rather 
pleased at the prospect of having Albert Fink for 
president of the consolidated system. 

Mr. Fink was for years the manager of the 
trunk lines’ pool. He isa great traific man, and 
has, too, a thorough acquaintance with the gen- 
eral details of railroad management, He resigned 
from the pool commissionership on account of his 
héalth, and took a trip to Europe. Mr. Fink has 
liberal means, and he has not been actively en- 
gage in business since his resignation. He is 
now living in New York. 

Albert Fink is one of three brothers, all promi- 
nent railroad men. Henry Fink was receiver 
of the East Tennessee, and is now a 
vice president. Rudolph Fink is_presi- 
dent and general manager of the Little Rock 
and —— road, These brothers are Germans, 
and are all exceptionally able mén. 

Whether Albert Fink will be president, no one 
in Atlanta knows. General Manager Green says 
that he does not know. . Nobody will feel sure of

If this scheme works successfully another bi 
combination will be forced and the Louisville an 
Nashville will figure in it. 

Important to Merchants. 

‘There is a bill before congress which all south- 
ern merchants and commercial men should inter- 
est themselves,” said Mr. C. I. Branan, whose 
labors in the interest of the thousand-mile-book 
movement of the Commercial Travelers’ Associa- 
tion are appreciated by his fellow members, “It 
is,” he continued, ‘‘a bill which affects merchants 
and commercial travelers especially. The bill 
will, if it becomes a law, enable the interstate 
commerce commission to permit the railroads to 
give special rates te commercial men. As it is, 
the railroads refuse to grant the requests for 
special rates on the ground that the commission 
will not permit them to do so; the commission, on 
their part, claim that they must have enlarged 
powers before they can formally permit the roads 
to grant these special rates, and we want the com- 
mission to have all the power in that line they 
may desire. I wish you would urge every mer- 
chant and commercial man in the south to write 
his congressman urging that he vote for the 
passage of that bill. Itis a very important mat- 
ter.”’

HE “PAYS ONLY HALF OF IT. 


And Will Fight the Payment of the Bal- 
lance in the Courts—History 
of the Case. 


Mr. Wash Collier is about the worst rattled 
citizen in the entire commonwealth of Geor- 
gia. His usually sunny disposition has been 
ruffled, and he is not in a good humor, by any 
means.

He would not 
relent. He grew more and more inexorable, 
and declared that he would not pay the

“T have come,” said he, “to pay the tax— 
the rightful amount—on my property. 

He laid $1,224.68 on the desk in front of Mr.

“This is not enough—not half enough,”

“That's all I intend to pay. I wiil fight the 
payment of the balance in the courts.

$1,224.68 on the back of the fi. fa. “That 
leaves $1,665.27 still due,”” said Mr. Blount. 

He went 
out declaring that he would carry the matter 
into the courts. He has employed Judge 
George Hillyer to bring the suit. Judge Hill- 
yes said last night that after Judge Clarke's 
return from Florida, a proceeding in equity 
would be instituted to restrain Sheriff.
